e to identify sub-groups of the population at greater risk of falling, 
to assist in targeting of strategies; 

e to assist in planning of pilot then state-wide programs that aim to 
prevent falls in older people; 


e to evaluate major fall prevention initiatives that have been 
undertaken at a state-wide level: 

e to disseminate the information to hospitals and other bodies, for 
area and regional planning of fall prevention initiatives; 

e to provide a tool for advocacy of issues pertaining to falls 
prevention, through raising public awareness and the awareness 
of key decision makers. 


SCOPE 
The survey was conducted for all usual residents of private dwellings 
aged 65 years and over, except: 
e members of the permanent defence forces; 
e certain diplomatic personnel of overseas governments, 
customarily excluded from census and estimated populations; 
e overseas residents in Australia; 
e members of non-Australian defence forces (and their 
dependants) stationed in Australia. 


Residents of non-private dwellings such as hospitals, motels and jails 
were excluded from this survey. 


In the survey, coverage rules were applied which aimed to ensure 
that each persons was associated with only one dwelling hence had 
only one chance of selection in the survey.

OVERVIEW 


The 1992 Survey of Families in Australia (Family Survey) was not a regular ABS 
collection. It obtains information on the characteristics of families and family 
members, and the nature of family support received and provided. The survey 
provides some unique data on family formation, family care giving, work and family 
issues, and a variety of other support aspects. 


PURPOSE 


The survey was designed to assist understanding of contemporary social and family 
issues, reflecting International Year of the Family (IYF) objectives. It responds to 
particular interests in data relating to the needs of families, family responsibilities, and 
their ability to cope in the face of changing and often limited resources. 


SCOPE 
Scope 


The Family Survey covered urban and rural areas and included residences of private 
and selected special dwellings. The special dwellings included were: 


e hostels for the homeless, night shelters and refuges; 

e licensed hotels and motels; 

e religious and educational institutions (convents, monasteries, college and 
university residences); 

e boarding houses and others (guest houses, private hotels, hostels, staff quarters, 
large construction camps); 

e Aboriginal settlements; 


caravan parks and camping grounds. 
All persons with the following exceptions: 


e overseas visitors (usually resident outside Australia); 

e members of non-Australian defence forces (and their dependants); 

e non-Australian diplomats (including diplomatic staff and non-Australian members 
of their household); 

e inmates of gaols and reformatories. 


Coverage 


e Usual residents of selected private dwellings who were present for any part of 
the enumeration period; 

e Visitors who usually lived in a private dwelling and who had not been at their own 
usual dwelling for any part of the enumeration period; 

e Persons in special dwellings in the scope of the survey were included if they 
were living in a special dwelling and would not be at their own private dwelling for 
any part of the enumeration period

The survey of families in Australia is unique in that it focuses on the ways in which 
family members support each other within, and outside the household. It collects 
information on both receipt of and provision of support. The structure and needs of 
the family are identified to enable a rich understanding of specific types of support 
relating to employment, income, housing, transport, child care, personal care/home 
help and education. The Family Survey provides a starting-point for the development 
of indicators of the well-being of families and individuals. The Family Survey objective 
also relate directly to the specific family issues which have been outlined in the 
United Nations program for the International Year of the Family (IYF) on 
strengthening the family's ability to meet its own needs. The lYF program 
recommends that research is needed in order to identify emotional, financial and 
material frameworks of support, and how these types of support affect and are 
affected by the family structure.

The survey questionnaire listed the eight most frequently reported countries: 
interviewers were instructed to mark the appropriate box, or if the reported country 
was not among those eight to write in the name of the country for subsequent office 
coding. Country of birth was classified at the commencement of the survey according 
to the Australian Standard Classification of Countries for Social Statistics (ABS Cat 
No. 1269.0) used in ABS population surveys. 


Occupation: 


Occupation relates to the main job held by employed respondents at the time of 
interview. Occupation was office coded, based on a description of the kind of work 
performed, as reported by respondents and recorded by interviewers. Occupation 
was coded to the four digit (unit group) level of the Australian Standard Classification 
of Occupations (ABS Cat No.1222.0). 


Family relationship coding: 


All usual residents of each sampled dwelling were grouped into family units and 
classified according to their position within the family. Family classification details are 
available in Families in Australia: Data Reference Package (ABS Cat No. 4419.0) 


Other concepts (summary) 


Family: two or more persons who live in the same household and are related to each 
other by blood, marriage (including de facto marriage), fostering or adoption. 


Child: a family member living with at least one parent in the same household and who 
does not have a child or partner of their own usually resident in the household 


Couple: two usual residents, both aged at least 15 years, who are either married to 
each other or living in a de facto marriage with each other. A homosexual couple was 
not classified as a couple. 


Blended family: a couple family containing two or more children, of whom at least one 
is the natural, adopted or foster child of both members of the couple, and at least one 
is the step child of at least one member of the couple. 


Empty nest family: a couple family in which neither member of the couple has a child 
usually living in the same household but the female member of the couple has borne 
at least one live child and/or at least one member of the couple has at least one 
natural, adopted or step child who does not live with him/her. 


Intact family: a couple family containing one or more children, not one of whom is the 
step child of either member of the couple, and at least one of whom is the natural, 
adopted or foster child of both members of the couple. 


Step family: a couple containing one or more children, not one of whom is the natural, 
adopted or foster child of both members of the couple, and at least one of whom is 
the step child of either member of the couple. 


Lone ancestor: a usually resident parent or grandparent of the sole parent/at least 
one member of the couple. He/she must not have a spouse usually resident in the 
household. He/she must not have a child usually resident in the household who does 
not have a usually resident spouse or child. He/she must not have a parent usually 
resident in the household.

OVERVIEW 


FC97 was a supplementary survey to the Monthly Population Survey collected by the 
Family Statistics Unit, Welfare Section. It was designed after consultation with key 
stakeholders who meet on a regular basis as the national Family Statistics User 
Advisory Group (FSUAG). In response to this group, ABS agreed to conduct the first 
national survey of child support and visiting arrangements. 


PURPOSE 


The purpose of FC97 was to update ABS data on families and households 
composition. In particular examine exchanges between children and parent who live 
apart, most often as a consequence of marriage or relationship breakdown. 


SCOPE 


The FC97 was conducted as a supplement to the Monthly Population Survey (MPS) 
which is based on a multi-stage area sample of private dwellings (currently about 
30,000 houses flats, etc.) and a list-sample of non-private dwellings (hospitals, 
hotels, etc.). The MPS is described more fully in Labour Force, Australia (ABS Cat 
No. 6203.0) 


DATA DETAIL

The FC97 collected detailed information on household and family structure consistent 
with the conceptual framework described in Standards for Statistics on the Family 


ABS Cat No. 1286.0). In particular, the FC97 collected information on registered and 
social marital status and family blending. 


Family coding output from FC97 was consistent with ABS standards on family 
coding, particular with regards to definitions of dependency for children aged 0-24. In 
addition, the FC97 output data on all families with children aged 0-17 irrespective of 
their dependency status, this was done to reflect the United Nations definitions of a 
child. Family blending was only collected for families with children aged 0-17. 


Child support and visiting arrangements were collected from families most likely to be 
affected by these arrangements, namely families with children aged 0-17 who were 
living with one natural parent but had another natural parent living elsewhere. 


The FC97 collected info on visiting and care arrangements consistent with the 
Department of Social Security. A child was in shared care if the child was in care of 
each of his/her natural parents at least 30% of the time, otherwise the child was 
considered to be in sole care. 


Information on child support arrangements were consistent with definitions used by 
the Child Support Agency in the Australian Taxation Office. The FC97 asked whether 
the Child Support Agency was involved in determining the child support 
arrangements and/or in making child support payments.

territories. Prior to 2011-12, the publication excluded some or all data 
for Tasmania and was titled "Federal Defendants, Selected States 
and Territories" accordingly. 


PURPOSE 

Commonwealth offences have expanded over recent years to include 
terrorism, child sex tourism and illegal fishing along with drug 
importation and tax and welfare fraud.

Territory legislation are still within scope of the collection, however 
only federal offences are counted for the purposes of this collection.

The annual statistics for financial institutions provide detailed income 
and expenditure data for selected non-bank financial institutions 
which fall under the provisions of the Financial Corporations Act

building societies, credit unions and co-operative housing societies, 
the statistics are obtained directly by the relevant regulatory or 
supervisory bodies. Some balance sheet items are also published for 
these institutions.

PURPOSE 

The National Accounts within the ABS are the primary user of these 
statistics.

OVERVIEW 

This once-only survey was conducted to obtain information on food 
safety issues associated with food testing, food purchasing, food 
handling in the home, food illness and domestic water supplies. Data 
was collected for the usually resident civilian population aged 15 and 
over. (Special dwellings and visitors to private dwellings were 
excluded.) 


It was conducted as a supplementary to the October 1996 Monthly 
Labour Force Survey. 


Information collected comprised: 


safety of food products; 

attitudes to public health procedures; 
incidence of food poisoning; 
household food-hygiene practices; and 
domestic water supply quality. 


Results were released in October 1997 in the form of a publication 
(Food Safety, Tasmania, ABS Cat No. 4344.6) and in additional user 
tables. In some cases, additional unpublished cross-classifications of 
data items are available. Estimates were published for persons and 
for households (for data relating to household water supply). 


PURPOSE 
The survey will provide data on people's attitudes to health issues 
and aspects of their lifestyle.

OVERVIEW 

There has for some time been interest in the extent to which Australia as a whole, or particular 
sectors, have significant foreign currency net positions which make them vulnerable to 
unfavourable movements in the exchange rate. 


Although data, such as those published by the ABS in the International Investment Position, 
appear to show that some sectors of the Australian economy, such as banks, have significant net 
foreign currency liability exposure, many Australian enterprises engage in hedging activities 
which are designed to reduce or eliminate the risks associated with such exposures. The 
mitigating impact of these hedging activities does not show up directly in the statistics on foreign 
currency assets and liabilities. 


In an article "Foreign Exchange Exposure of Australian Banks", which was published in the 
August 2000 issue of the Reserve Bank Bulletin, the Reserve Bank of Australia (RBA) provided 
some data and analysis for Australia's depository corporations. Drawing largely on data collected 
by the Bank for International Settlements (BIS), which includes international investment data 
supplied by the ABS, the RBA noted that, as at December 1999, the net foreign currency 
liabilities of Australia's depository corporations represented around 13 per cent of this sector's 
total assets. Additional data collected for the four major banks showed they had no net foreign 
currency exposure, Suggesting that they were hedged with other sectors of the economy and/or 
with non-residents. The lack of data on the net positions of these other sectors, however, made it 
difficult to draw any general conclusions from this work. 


Through the Survey of International Investment (SII), which follows international standards 
promulgated by the International Monetary Fund (IMF), the ABS collects data on the current 
market value of all derivative contracts with non-residents, including those entered into for 
hedging purposes. However, these data, by themselves, do not show the extent to which 


enterprises have hedged the net positions of their foreign-currency-denominated assets and 
liabilities. One way to obtain an approximate measure is to collect information on the notional 
value of derivative contracts. Such notional values currently are not required for any national or 
international accounting aggregates and, accordingly, are not collected as part of the SIl. 


To obtain a more complete picture, the ABS, with funding assistance from the RBA, has 
supplemented the SII with additional information on foreign currency hedging from a wide range 
of enterprises, both financial and non-financial. The aim of the supplement was to capture 
quantitative and qualitative data about Australian enterprises’ foreign currency exposure and the 
risk management practices associated with that exposure. 


To this end, information was requested about: 


e foreign equity assets; 
e foreign-currency-denominated financial debt assets and liabilities; 
e the notional value of outstanding derivative contracts with a foreign currency component; 
e the policies enterprises adopted on hedging foreign currency exposure; and 
e foreign-currency-denominated receipts and payments from trade in goods and services 
expected in the 12 months to 30 June 2002. 
PURPOSE 


The purpose of the proposed collection is to obtain information from respondents on the hedging 
of net foreign currency balance sheet positions by Australian residents. 


SCOPE 

In scope entities are all resident holders of foreign currency denominated liabilities and assets 
and all residents with future expected foreign currency denominated revenue and payments 
arising from the trade of goods and services. Conceptually the population will include public and 
private institutions as well as individual Australian residents. In the main they will include 
government agencies, depository corporations, other financial corporations, and non-financial 
corporations. 


The frame for the proposed survey will be derived principally from the Survey of International 
Investment (SII) frame. It will be supplemented, where necessary, by significant importers and 
exporters of goods and/or services as reflected in merchandise trade data and/or data collected 
through the Survey of International Trade in Services (SITS). 


DATA DETAIL 

Conceptual framework 

The conceptual framework for this collection is consistent with the framework applying to the 
quarterly Survey of International Investment (SIl). 


The conceptual basis of the SII draws upon the recommendations of two international standards: 
namely, the fifth edition of the International Monetary Fund's (IMF) 'Balance of Payments Manual 
(BPM5) and the 1993 edition of the ‘System of National Accounts’ (SNA93). The SII conceptual 
framework is described in the publication ‘Balance of Payments and International Investment 
Position, Australia: Concepts, Sources and Methods, 1998' (ABS Cat No. 5331.0), which was 
released on 22 September 1998. 


Main outputs 
Results obtained from this supplementary collection are expected to be released to the general 
public via a special electronic publication in late October 2005.

Statistical Unit 


In keeping with the quarterly Survey of International Investment (SII), a number of different 
statistical units will be used in this collection. For the General government sector, the statistical 
unit will be a government department or agency. Other statistical units may be classified as 
trading and financial enterprises. The statistical unit for these entities will consist of all legal 
entities in an enterprise group that are classified to the same resident institutional sub-sector. 
Where an enterprise group spans more than one institutional sub-sector it is asked to report 
separate details for all entities in each institutional sub-sector. 


Concepts of territory and resident 


In Keeping with the quarterly SII, in compiling the hedging statistics, the Australian economy will 
be conceived as being comprised of the economic entities that have a closer association with the 
territory of Australia than with any other territory. Each such economic entity will be described as 
a resident of Australia. Any economic entity which is not determined to be a resident of Australia 
will be described as a non resident. 


Australia's territory will be defined to include the territories lying within its political frontiers and 
territorial Seas and international waters over which it has exclusive jurisdiction. It will not include 
Australia's external territories such as Norfolk Island. 


Valuation 


As with the quarterly SII, market price will be the principle of valuation in the hedging statistics. A 
market price is the amount of money that a willing buyer pays to acquire something from a willing 
seller, when such an exchange is between independent parties and involves only commercial 
considerations. 


In compiling these statistics, however, one or more of the above conditions needed to establish a 
market price for valuing a transaction may be absent. In practice, transactions are generally 
valued in international investment statistics using values recorded in the accounts of transactors. 
This basis is thought to provide the closest practical approximation to the market price principle. 


Levels of financial assets and liabilities are valued at their market value on the reference date. 


As the supplementary hedging data will be expressed in Australian dollars, it will be necessary to 
convert stocks expressed in foreign currencies to Australian currency. In principle, such stocks 
should be converted at the mid point of the buying and selling rate applying at the reference 
period. In practice the conversion rate used in the enterprise's accounts will be accepted, as it is 
not expected that this will differ significantly from the market price.

The Forms of Employment Survey was conducted for the first time in 
August 1998. The survey collects information on people employed in 
a range of situations, such as contractors, employees of labour hire 
firms and casuals.

OVERVIEW 

At the June 1991 Conference of Statisticians, the ABS agreed to undertake a study to 
determine the feasibility of collecting an expanded range of information about freight 
movements in Australia. This arose because State Government representatives at 
the Conference indicated that the quarterly Interstate Road Freight Movement 
collection did not go far enough in meeting their needs for freight movement data. 


The experience of overseas statistical agencies and research organisations was 
evaluated prior to the pilot study. Significant problems were reported in all these 
approaches and, in particular, the surveys are expensive to conduct. The ABS chose 
to develop it's own methodology, which was implemented from the June quarter 
1994. Results were published in Experimental Estimates of Freight Movements, 
Australia (9217.0) from the June quarter 1994 to the September quarter 1995. 
Estimates covered freight moved by rail, sea, air and road modes in Australia. 


Concerns over the quality of the estimates and the underlying methodology of the 
road component began to surface when results from the first quarter (June 1994) 
were available for analysis. The three main issues of concern were the creation of the 
survey framework, the small sample size relative to the population size, and the use 
of sub-quarterly reporting periods. A major review of the survey commenced in mid 
1996. This review concluded that the survey methodology was seriously flawed in 
respect to the road mode. The road survey was discontinued following September 
quarter 1995, consistent with Australian Statistics Advisory Council's (ASAC) advice 
and subject to redevelopment. However, data for the rail, sea and air (RSA) modes 
are compiled as a census and as such are not subject to the same problems as the 
road data.
